thrift stam ps which are sóld at all 
postoffices to raise money to conduct 
the war. 
These thrift cards have 20 spaces 
for 25-cent stam ps on them and on 
each space is a gem af homely phil­ 
o so p h y urging the holder to save. 
AH o r th fs e sayings are household 
slogans, as for instance: 
Tf you want to Succeed, save 
Thrift is the power to save. 


The first principle of money-making 
is money saving. 
Don’t put off 'till tomorrow. 
A penny saved is a penny gained. 
All fortunes have their foundations 
in thrift. 
Many a little m akes a nickle. 
Money placed at interest works day 
and night 
in wet and dry weather. 
Save and have. 
Waste n o t; want not. 
The new stam ps are being sold rap ­ 
idly. 
Ail classes of citizens are a n x ­ 
ious to make the government a loan, 
the children even buying the thrift 
stam ps in order* to save enough to 
buy a $5 .war savings certificate stam p 
It is pointed out that these stam ps 
are especially desirable as C h r i s t m a s 
gifts.

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THE ALLIED WAR AIMS. 
. ' 
More clearly than they bad been 
-previously voiced. President Wilson 
in his message stated the war alms 
of the allies 
And these aims, as thus 
stated, are based upon the high ideals 
that have always ruled in America 
“No indemnities and no annexation»,’ 
cardinal principle In 
the 
American 
war doctrine, have 
evidently 
been 
sanctioned by tbe entente nations and 
are to be the basis upon which the 
world war Is to be terminated. Othei 
things that the executive demanded 
w'as the restoration of Belgium, a por­ 
tion of France, the free states of th< 
Balkans, and all other lands and peo 
pies that have felt the heel of th« 
Prussian tyrant. These aims, couplet 
with the declaration that "the war 
must first be won.” and that the "in­ 
tolerable 
Thing’1 — m ilitarism —-mus 
first be crushed, are euch that thr 
dawn of peace can be dimly seen above 
tbe bloody horizon, 
it is quite pus 
slble that the central powers wont 
accept such y a c e term s now, hut ft 
tbe fact that their military mastc- 
still retain a fondness for authorit 
and are ready to sacrifice some m!! 
lions more of their subjects in tb< 
fruitless attem pt 
to 
realize 
the : 
dream of world domination. 
Tbe peace aims of the allies ar< 
such, however, that the war must bt 
fought to a finish unless there is i 
revolution of sentiment in the Ger­ 
man empire. 
Should this be brough* 
about, should the German peoplp as 
r-ert the right to rule themselves, bin 
little i n e would be needed to per 
fe d taut brcúerhood of nations which 
would guarantee the world again» 
future wars and wqulr cad the pres 
ent bloody struggle. 
In truly one particular is the n r 
«age cloaked with ambiguity. 
A; 
that was the paragraph which read: 


The worst that can happen to 
the detriment of the German peo 
pie is this, that if they 
should 
still, after the war is over, con­ 
tinue to be obliged to live under 
ambitious and intriguing masters 
interested to disturb the peace of 
the world, men or classes of men 
whom the other peoples of the 
world could not trust. It might be 
impossible to admit them to the 
partnership 
of 
nations 
which 
‘must henceforth 
guarantee 
the 
w orld’s peace. 
That partnership 
m ust be a partnership of peoples, 
not a mere partnership of gov­ 
ernment*. It might be impossible, 
also, in such untoward circum­ 
stances, to admit Germany to the 
free economic intercourse which 
must inevitably spring out of the 
other partnerships.of a real peace.* 
But there would be no aggression 
in that; and such a situation, in­ 
evitable because of distrust, would 
in the very nature of things soon­ 
er or later cure Itself, by process­ 
es which would assuredly set in.
